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From the Amoor River. 

By way of Japan and Honolulu, the 
' schooner ' Alert brings recent intelligence 
from the Amoor River. The news from 
N'icolayelTsky is unimportant. It -was ru- 
mored that Fort Hamilton would he occu- 
pied by die Russians. This is an island in 
the Straits of Coaea, and contains an excel- 
lent harbor. Southward <: the star of empire 
{Russian',) wends its way." The overland 
tea trade by Kittlka was entirely destroyed. 

A large immigration had come down the 
Amoor to Ischita, and much suffering was 
Anticipated on account of the scarcity of 
food. The government was about establish- 
ing a Custom House at Nicolayeffsky. Four 
new iron steamers had been launched, and 
would ascend the river in ihe spring. 

The Governor General of Eastern Siberia 
had signified his intention of giving grants 
of land On the banks of the Amoor to all 
foreigners who would acknowledge the 
Emperor The grants were not to be hered- 
itary. Foreigners not naturalized were not 
allowed to setlle above Morensky port or 
Keyser, ami could hold real estate only 
eleven years. It would then revert to the 
Ciown or other parties who had conformed 
to the naturu ligation laws, together with all 
improvements thereon. Among the imrri- 
Urants this year, were a latue number of 
Germans. The Russian merchants at S'ico- 
layesky hail presented a petition to Count 
Mouril'vieff thai the foreign merchants might 
not be admitted to the same privileges as 
themselves. — S, F. Bulletin. 



The Prince's Visit. 

The following correspondence has just 
passed between the American Government 
and that of Great Britain, through Lord 
Lyons, the Biitisli Minister at Washington, 
It explains itself, and will no doubt he read 
toy both British and Americans with a feel- 
ing of pride and pleasure; 

Washington, Dec. 8. 1800. 

Sir: The Queen, my niiuust sovereign, 
has commanded that the earliest opportunity 

;ifter the return of the Prince of Wales to 
England be taken to convey to the Pre 
of the United Slutes the e.vpiession of her 
Majesty's thanks fur the cordial reception 
given to his Royal Highness dining his late 
visit to this country, by the President him- 
self and by all classes of the citizens. 

Ono of the main objects which her Ma- 
jesty had in view in sanctioning the visit of 
his Royal Highness, was to prove to the 
President and citizens of the United States 
the sincerity of those sentiments of esteem 
and regard which her Majesty and all 
classes of her subjects entertain for the 
kindred race which occupies so distinguish- 
ed a position in the community of nations. 

Her Majesty has seen with the greatest 
satisfaction that her feelings ami those of 
her people in this respect have been met 
with tho warmest sympathy in the great 



citizens, and of Her Majesty's wish that 
her grateful sense of the courtesies extended 
to her son may be made known generally to 
the citizens of the United Slates. 

I am instructed by the President to ex- 
press (he gratification with which he has 
learned how correctly Her Majesty hits ap- 
preciated the spirit in which his Royal 
Highness was received throughout the re- 
public, and the cordial manifestations of 
that spirit by the people of the United 
States which accompanied him in every step 
of his progress. 

Her Majesty has justly recognized tha' 
the visit of her son aroused Ihe kind and 
generous sympathies of our citizens, and, if 
I may so speak, has created an almost per- 
sonal interest in the fortunes of the royally 
which he so well represents. The President 
trusts that this sympathy and interest to- 
wards the future representative of the sov- 
ereignty of Great Rrilain is at once an evi- 
deuce and a guarantee of that consciousness 
of common interest and mutual regard 
which have in the past, and will in the fu- 
ture, bind together more strongly than 
treaties the feelings and the fortunes of the 
tivo nations which represent the enterprise, 
the civilization, ihe constitutional liberty of 
the same great race. 

I have also been instructed to make this 
correspondence public, that the citizens of 
the United States may have the satisfaction 
of knowing how strongly and properly her 
Majesty has appreciated the cordial warmth 
of their welcome to his Royal Highness.

Free Press in France. — The latest ad- 
vice from France gives us to understand 
that the Emperor had taken llio first step 
towards liberating the press, which has 
been ever hampered with a government 
muzzle, One of our exchanges says : The 
most important of the measures uf the late 
decree are those relating to the legislative 
address, its free discussion, and thepublica- 
t i oil of the proceedings of the two Cham- 
bers. They are immense concessions to 
public opinion, and prove conclusively that 
the Emperor now occupies a position of 
such immovable strength as to be able to 
accord a latitude to discussion to which it 
has been a stranger since the inauguration 
of the Second Empire. The task of de- 
fending his policy will devolve upon states- 
men of distinguished talent arid great for- 
ensic gifts, and the rest will be confided to 
the good sense of the people of France. It 
would be strange, indeed, if this nppeal to 
ihe nation which is indebted to Napoleon 
III. for a prosperity at home and a consider- 
ation abioad. unparalleled in its annals, 
should he hailed with other than patriotic 
and grateful feeling by all tine Frenchmen. 
The opinions of the people of the United 
States, who well know the obstacles in Ihe 
path of unlimited political liberty in France, 
and the terrible excesses to which its abuse 
has so frequently led, cannot but be unani- 
mously favorable to Ibis important sover- 
eign act, courageously opening Ihe door to 
the expressions of partisan sentiment, and 
granting to them the wide-spread dissemi- 
noiion which absolutist Governments habit- 
ually avoid instinctively. It must at the 
same time be frankly observed that more is 
expected. The columns of the Moniteur 
will now be daily scanned with earner ex- 
pectation until the ollicial journal shall nri- 
rtounce the "coronation of the edifice"— tho 
enfranchisement of the press.

Colonial Governors and Bishops. — A 
return has been made which shows that our 
colonies have AG governors and .'Hi bishops. 
They are distributed thus — in North America 
we have 7 governors and 9 bishops; in the 
West Indies, 17 governors anil ;') bishops; in 
the Australian colonies and New Zealand 7 
dent I governors and 12 bishops ; in African and 
her j Mediteranean possessions 9 governors and 
(j bishops ; and in eastern colonies, Falkland 
Islands, and Heligoland, I) governors and 1 
bishops. There are 5 bishops in New Zea- 
land, a greater number than in India — 
which country and ihe Ionian Islands are 
not included in this and other returns re- 
lating to "colonies." The salaries of the 
governors of our colonies amount to about 
£130.000. Among them Victoria is the 
golden government ; the salary la £10,000 a 
year. The governors of Canada, New South 
Wales, and Ceylon have £7000 a year; of 
the Mauritius, £6000 ; of Jamaica, the Cape, 
Hongkong, and Gibraltar, £6000 ; the other 
salaries are lower, and shade down to £500, 
The incomes of the bishops are much less 
than the sum just named; the highest is 
that of the Bishop of ilarbadoes, 825O0 a 
year. Their incomes are almost all provided 
either fr.im Colonial funds, or the interest of 
money voluntarily contributed in this coun- 
try and placed at the service of the church 
for this purpose ; but seven— the bishops of 
Quebec, Newfoundland, Jamaica, Kingston, 

Barbadoes, Antigua, and Guiana, have an- 
nual grants from the imperial e.tolicimer.

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■JClio Council Won't Baclc Down, 
livery one knows ilia old nursery ditty 
about Jack Sprntt and his spouse— 
<< Jack Spratt would eat no fat, 
His wife would eat no lean, 
And so betwixt them both 
They licked the platter clean. 
The Council and the Assembly are in an 
equally economical position. They are 
bound to use up every good bill. The 
Council won't consent to relinquish the 
right which it claims to amend money bills; 
and the Assembly dare not back down 
from its position that it has the solo right to 
originate and amend money bills. So be- 
twixt the two tho Liquor License Bill will 
be used up; and won't be worth tho paper 
it is written on. It is either too late in the 
session for tho Assembly to originate a new 
bill as tho presumption is the House will be 
prorogued at its next meeting; or perhaps 
that august body ia such a great stickler for 
rouline in preference to practical measures 
for the benefit of the country, that it will 
quote parliamentary rules to show that the 
same bill cannot be renewed at the same 
session in which it was defeated by tlje 
Council. The consequence will be the 
liquor dealers of the entire colony will have 
to pay the old license ; and grin and bear it 
a year longer. To accomplish this object 
we verily believe the present dillieulty be- 
tween the Council and Assembly has been 
created. The Obstructives want to defeat 
Wadd in-ton's bill; and hoodwink the 
country it' possible by placing it down to 
the account of that unapproachable 
body the Legislative Council. 

If it is not so, we must conclude that " a 
little learning is a dangerous thing " to the 
country. Wearenotof the Franklin stripe, 
who would sacrifice principle to expediency; 
or in other words, allow the Assembly to 
give up its exclusive right to originate and 
amend money bills, in order to allow tho 
Council amendment to become law ; yet we 
believe the bill might have been passed and 
the liquor dealers relieved from a grinding 
license, if the Assembly had not been 
fiddle-faddling its time away, instead of 
making good bills in the putstart. The 
liquor dealers can only put down their non. 
relief to the Ob-tructives in both the Upper 
and Lower House. They hare dilly-dallied 
away a year in Legislation, passed a few 
la.vs most of which are offensive to the 
people, ai.d will be repealed so soon as mote 
practical men are placed in the Assembly, 
or the present worthies learn how to do the 
public business properly. We need only 
allude to the Trades' License Act to remind 
our readers of a monstrosity ; or reprint the 
vote which refused to open the public ac- 
counts to public inspection, to prove tho 
wor . hssnessof Obstructive Legislation. 

Could we believe the Council to be act- 
ing in good faith, and not acting out what 
the unitiated in both branches have pre- 
viously rehearsed behind the scenes, we 
might concur with the merited contempt 
implied in the concluding portion of its com- 
munication sent to the House yesterday. 
In that tho Assembly was granted permis- 
sion to '-deal with the bill as they thought 
proper;" and it they did not amend ihe 
Council's rider, '.he Council irotlM have 
" no further conference" with them. Tho 
«enerous act of permission to do as they 
Tike is only surpassed by the dignified con- 
tempt af the concluding portion of the Coun- 
cil's resolution, To no other legislature 
would such language be used, nor perhaps 
be necessary; but the Council know? the 
kind of clay out of which Obstructive brick- 
bats are made, and so they treat ihcm ac- 
cordingly- TIM Assembly, however, ex- 
pects to have another windy time ovor the 
Council's resolution; but what purpose will 
it efTect •>. 

They may resolve till doomsday with about 
the same result; except they resolve on u 
modification of the elements of the Council, 
nnd puss an not defining the rights of both 
houses. Stopping the supplioa is a throat 
about as valuable as Mi. Cary's promise to 
inuorpornte the town. Were that done, his

The Brig Consort and the Bark Glimpse. 

The Port Townsend Northwest of Thurs- 
day last comes to us with a lengthy but 
well written narrative of the circumstances 
attending tho loss of the American brig 
Consort — tho particulars of which aro stil 
fresh in tho minds of our rendors, having 
been published in the Colonist of tho 16lh 
inst. In one portion of tho narrativo the 
following affecting pnssngo occurs : 

Thursday, Nov. 8—9 a. m. Capo Flattery 
bearing K. by N. ; at half-past 9, saw. bark 
Glimpse on weather quarter, standing in for 
the Cape. Set the American ensign Union 
down, as a signal of distress. It was certain 
that relief was at hand, as sho must pass 
very near and would not fail to answer the 
appeal. Until now, notwithstanding the 
imminent perils that had surrounded, 
and the exposure, privation, toil and suffer- 
ing which bad so nearly overwhelmed their 
little band, a calm, resoltfte courage seemed 
to pervade their breasts, and it was only by 
tho earnest intensity of their joyous hope 
as the graceful, white-wreath spars of their 
deliverer bowed and nodded to the waves 
as she advanced, like a snow-winged mes- 
senger of mercy, that the depth of their op- 
posite emotions could be measured. Mrs. 
Lockman had exhibited the courage of a 
true heroine ; but her glances at her little 
boy, as the bark came nearer and nearer, 
told that the erpected deliverance was wel- 
comed with gratitude such as only a mother 
can feel. Hi r great anxiety seems about to 
end, her child and husband will be saved, 
and, as she watchos tho stately craft, blesses 
the stalwart hearts which trim those sails 
to catch the favoring breeze. She is now 
only a mile distant, and the tearful mother, 
with her arms claspetl around her boy, can 
count the number of watery ridges that rise 
and fall between the beautiful bark and her 
own desolate surroundings. How short the 
praparation made to transfer her precious 
life-treasure to the boat she imagines the 
crew of the bark in readiness to lower. 
Fluttering dresses on the quarter deck tell 
her she will meet some of her own sex on 
boord, who can sympathize with her mis- 
fortunes, and alleviate her distresses. How 
she yearns to pour into their ears her story 
of sorrow, conscious that ihey will yield the 
consolation she so much needs. Her darl- 
ing boy will be saved that horrid fate so 
long impending. Hut tho bark comes no 
nearer! The silvery wake marks no devia- 
tion from her course ! The rolling seas he- 
tween increase in number! She's gone 
" by the other side," and strained eyes and 
anguished hearts withdraw from her swilt 
receding form, to gaze and ponder on the 
surf-bound cliffs under the lee, whence 
nothing save the hand of Omnipotence can 
rescue them. 

In the statement of the captain and one of 
the passengers of the ill-fated brig published 
by us, the principal facts above narrated 
were set forth; and we have been waiting 
patiently ever since for the arrival of the 
bark Glimpse, in order to obtain the state- 
ment of her officers and owners before we 
express an opinion uf their apparently heart- 
less conduct. There is still room for doubt 
that the vessel seen may not have been the 
Glimpse; hut should tho opinion at present 
entertained prove to be correct, her officers 
cannot be held to a too strict accountability 
for their heartlessness.

Cbkditabi-e.— We understand that a 
movement is on foot among cur American 
residents having for its object the prepara- 
tion of a memorial to the United States Con- 
gress, asking that some notice worthy of the 
occasion may be taken of the gallant con- 
duct of Captain C. It Robson, of II. M. gun- 
bout Forward, in rescuing the passengers and 
crew of the American brig Consort, in De- 
cember last, which vessel was wrecked at tha 
extreme northern part of our Island. This is 
the second time, we believe, that our Ameri- 
can brethren have been indebted to Captain 
Hebson for a like favor— he having in 1850 
taken a ship safely into Philadelphia, the 
otfijers and most of the crew of the vessel 
having died of yellow fever.

INDIAN CLAIMS. 

The House then went into committee on 
Mr. Tolinie's motion of an address to thu 
Secretary for the Colonies, with reference 
to the extinction of Indian claims to lands 
in this Colony, Mr. Franklin in the chair. 

Mr. Tolmie read a petition to the Secre- 
tary of Stale for the Colonies, stating that it 
was the desire of the House that Her Ma- 
jesty's government should take steps to 
quiet the Indian claim lo lands in this Colo- 
ny ; that the question of quieting those 
claims was one lor the consideration of the 
Homo Government, and that those claims 
not being quieted was at the present time 
r^srious drawback to the improvement of 
the colony. 

Mr Franklin proposed that the petition 
should be laid on the table until proots 
could be obtained with respect lo its alle- 
gations. , . ... ,i 

Mr Coles stated that in relation to the 
subject of the petition, he was well aware 
that at present these Indian claims were a 
serious drawback; as personally he knew 
of many Canadians, men used to backwoods 
life, who had left the Colony rather than 
buy lands where they could not be sure of 
being allowed to occupy them quietly j and 
that within the last fortnight he had learned 
ol one man who had suffered severely from 
the Indians, they having twice destroyed 
his house and burnt hta fences. He should 
desire immediate action on the subject. 

Mr. Speaker— No doubt ought to evist in 
the mind of any person, whether or not ha 
can occupy the land ha buys; and so long 
as there is a doubt the people will not buy. 

Mr. Foster— The men who have already 
bought land in this colony believed that the 
money they paid for it would be partly ap- 
propriated to secure their title. Instead ol 
that it has been taken for the improvement 
of Victoria. H is generally supposed at 
home that the: money has been spent in 
the country pails of this colony to improve 
them, and the true state of the case otigtit 
lo be understood at home. 

Mr. Franklin— The question is one that 
should be settled by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and the land given lo the Colonial 
Government, so that when a grant of land is 
made, we can acquire a pcrt«ct title to the 
grant; but I do not wish that ihe Imperial 
Government should leave us to settle the paRu> 
question of Indian claims, as it might in- Bnlei . 
volve the Colony in a very serious manner ; 
and if offered the land and we had to quit 
those claims— we ought to refuse the offer. 

Mr. Tolmie— l'he Indians know that in 
other countries the tribes have been allowed 
semelhing in return for tliej.land, and lliey 
are anvious to obtain some recompense lor 
tueir laud in this Colony. 

Mr. Speaker— It is well known that there 
have been men among tho Indians telling 
them not to give their land to the settlers, 
and without these claims are quieted in 
a ,me wayjwe may always expect annoyance 
born the Iniiiaus. 

'ihe petition was passed in Committee and 
the chairman reported to the House, when 
the Speaker adjourned the House until 
Tnursday next at SI p. m.
